Dr. Edward L. Henry was installed as the thirteenth president of Saint Michael’s 
College on November 16, 1976. Under his administration, the College has experienced 
great stages of growth and development and has emerged as a leading East coast 
educational institution. 

Between 1965 and 1980 more than 60 Catholic institutions of higher education 
closed their doors. Saint Michael’s has survived and prospered. Dr. Henry’s leadership 
and planning is largely responsible for the Colleges continued success. 

Dr. Henry began his tenure at Saint Michael’s calling for a “‘grand dialogue”’ consist- 
ing of a restatement of the mission and goals of the College. From this foundation 
sprung a steady stream of innovative ideas to improve the curriculum, upgrade the 
physical plant and ensure the institution’s financial health. 

Academically, many changes and improvements have occurred over the last several 
years. In 1981, a new core curriculum was developed and a new computer science 
major was approved. Internships became available to students with the formation of a 
full-time director of professional career guidance and internships. Students now can 
gain valuable experience working at a job related to their field of study. 

Dr. Henry recognized the importance of life outside the classroom and many en- 
hancements to student life followed. In 1978, the Student Resource Center was 
established in Klein to offer complete counselling services including personal, job 
placement and financial aid. Students received new housing choices when Hodson Hall 
was constructed in 1979. Shortly there after the Town House complexes were built. — 
Extra-curricular activities were supported by the President. In 1982 he granted the ice 
hockey team varsity status on a three year trial basis. Finally, the International Student 
Program was revitalized and now over 100 students from 24 countries are here on 
campus. 

American higher education is predicted to experience an enrollment drought in the 
eighties that will screen out 300 weaker institutions. Dr. Henry saw the need to 
improve Saint Michael’s marketing strategies and broaden the school’s recruiting area. 
By 1981 the number of students applying for admission rose by 40 percent and the 
SAT scores for incoming freshman rose 50 points.

Many physical enhancements were made for a more attractive and efficient campus. 
Improvements were made to Founders Hall and Herrouet Theater received major 
renovations. The most ambitious project, however, is the $12 million Campaign For 
Excellence unveiled in October, 1984 which will include construction of a new class- 
room building and provide for consolidation of the North and Main campuses. The 
decision to consolidate came after three years of analysis. It was determined that a 

consolidated campus would provide a cohesive and stimulating educational environ- 
_ ment for both students and faculty. 

For projects like the Campaign For Excellence to succeed, financial support is 

_ needed from the entire college community. One of the major functions of a college 

president is fund raising. In 1976 Dr. Henry expanded the development department to 
locate and inform alumni. By 1981, alumni contributions rose by 40 percent. The 
Council for Advancement and Support of Education rated the College number one in 
the nation in the sustained-giving category. 

Other honors have been awarded to Saint Michael’s during Dr. Henry’s tenure. Just 
recently the College was chosen as an outstanding example of a successful institution 
by a national report released in July. The report was prepared by former U.S. 
Commissioner of Education Dr. Earl J. McGrath. Clear mission, identifiable and cohe- 
sive constituencies, knowledgable and committed faculties, satisfied students, clear 
programs for development and strong alumni and other constituent support are the 
necessary characteristics of a successful institution. The report said that a strong 
president was found to be the most critical indicator of an institutions success. “‘Healthy 
colleges have presidents with a clear sense of mission, a willingness to listen to others, 
an ability to initiate programs and policies that will keep the institution financially 
sound, educationally serviceable and socially responsive.” 

Many collegues of the president have said that he fostered an environment for 
growth by encouraging others to express their ideas. One associate said that Dr. Henry 


was the first to recognize the innovator, he always gave credit where credit was due. - 


Dr. Henry said that the success of the college is due to the dedication and cooperation 
of the entire Saint Michael’s staff at all levels. He has no doubt that the momentum will 
continue and Saint Michael’s will continue to prosper.

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The Rev. Aime Trahan, SSE, 75, member of the Edmundite House, St. 
Michael’s College, died suddenly on Tuesday, August 14, 1984. 

Father Trahan was born in Highgate Center, Vermont, Aug. 6, 1909, the 
youngest of the 15 children of Napoleon and Azilda (Turgeon) Trahan. He 
received both his high school and college education at St. Michael’s College, 
Winooski Park, obtaining his A.B. degree in 1934. 

He entered the Edmundite novitiate in Swanton in 1931 and professed his 
religious vows on Sept. 1, 1932. After his seminary studies in Putney (1934--38), 
he was ordained to the priesthood in St. Jean, Quebec, on June 11, 1938, and 
celebrated his first Mass at St. Louis Church, Highgate, Vermont. During more 
than 40 years of priestly service, Father Trahan served in parishes in the United 
States, France and Canada, where his pastoral wisdom and friendly manner 
indeared him to many people. 

Immediately following his ordination in 1938, Father Trahan was assigned to 


_the Edmundite Motherhouse in Pontigny, France, arriving just before the out- 


break of World War II. He was pastor of the parish in St. Florentin when the 
German Army conquered France. Despite being a priest and an American, 
Father Trahan served as mayor of the city of St. Florentin during the German 
occupation until the summer of 1941, when he was forced to flee in disquise, 
eventually working his way back to the United States. 

Upon his return, Father Trahan published a celebrated series of articles for the 
Boston Globe, describing his firsthand experiences under the Nazi occupation. 
Subsequently, he lectured widely in the United States on the situation in France. 

When Father Trahan retired from the pastorate in 1979, he began his resident 
at St. Michael’s, where he was an energetic member of the Edmundite House. He 
frequently assisted in parishes throughout the diocese and in the campus ministry 
program of the college. An avid sports fan, he was regularly found cheering the 
men’s and women’s St. Michael’s athletic teams. 

“He was like our elder statesman, without being statesmanlike,” the Rev. 
Henry Nadeau said. “You could always depend on his listening to what you had 
to say .. . . He was interested in everything. . . . We’ll miss him.”

Prof. Mark S. Finch, assistant professor of modern languages at St. Michael’s 
since 1982, died November 18, 1984 at the age of 39. Born in 1945 in West 
Bend, Wisconsin, Mark received a bachelor’s degree in Spanish from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin in 1971, and his doctorate in Spanish from the University of 
Cincinnati in 1978, He taught on both the high school and college levels in Ohio 
and Kentucky. Prior to coming to St. Michael’s, he served six years as assistant 
professor of humanities at the Inter American University of Puerto Rico. Profes- 
sor Finch published numerous book reviews, scholarly articles and play synop- 
ses, and delivered lectures on Latin American and Spanish authors. Professor 
Finch was active in the language department including directing a humanties 
conference at St. Michael’s during February 1984.

GRADUATION 








Graduation for the Class of 1985 started with a threat of 
rain, however, it soon cleared to be a beautiful sunny day. The 
featured speaker was The Honorable Madeleine M. Kunin, 
Vermont’s first woman governor. 

Governor Kunin speaking to a crowd of 3600 acknowledged 
the value of technological training, while pointing out the abso- 
lute need for liberal arts learning if the human community is to 
survive. She focused on the importance of the liberal arts so 
that the past will not be forgotten and, intern repeated as 
society becomes more technologically oriented. 

“President Reagon’s visit to Bitburg (the German cemetery 
where SS soldiers are buried), more than any recent event, 
illustrates what happens when we try to spurn history.’ Kunin, 
a Jewish refugee from Hitler who escaped Europe in 1940, 
spoke on a personnel level of her experiences. ‘Because of my 
personal experience, leaving Europe as a child in World War II, 
I felt a powerful tie, as so many of us do, with those who died in 
the Holocaust. We who left, who were able to leave-were the 
fortunate few. All this makes me incredulous today that this 
chapter of history could be forgotten by anyone.” 

Concluding, Governor Kunin said, “It is the humanities 
which enable us to become articulate. Without such speech, in 
any form, we are alone. And finally it is our knowledge of 
history which can protect us from the sin of indifference. If we 
know, we must care-and finally — act.”

CURRIENT EVIENTS 
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FIRE & RESCUE 
15TH ANNIVERSARY 


Many areas of Vermont’s Chittenden 
County used to have relatively inadequate 
emergency medical service. 

In 1969 a group of Saint Michael’s College 
students decided to do something about it. 
They dreamed of an emergency service com- 
posed of highly qualified and expert team 
members at no cost to the residents of Chit- 
tenden County . . . and set out to fulfill that 
dream. 

The enthusiasm generated by its pioneers 
continues, and today Saint Michael’s Fire De- 
partment and Rescue Squad provides resi- 
dents of Chittenden County with emergency 
services of the highest quality. 


IN THE BEGINNING 


A lot of water has gone over the dam since 
a tragedy in 1969 caused the death of a Saint 
Michael’s College student athlete. Some 
members of the college community felt that 
his death was due to the lack of immediate 
and qualified emergency medical services, a 
rather common situation back then. These 
community members, along with SMC ad- 
ministrator Donald Sutton, worked to devel- 
op an idea... a dream. That dream has 
come true and the organization which 
evolved is known today as the Saint Mi- 
chael’s Rescue Squad. 

Shortly after its inception this campus 
group operating with minimal equipment out 
of a College security van, was providing 
emergency service to over 385 square miles 
of Chittenden County, in areas never before 
having arnbulance services available to them. 

Within a year, a Cadillac type ambulance 
was donated to the squad by a students fa- 
ther. In 1973, with a new modular ambu- 
lance, Saint Michael’s Rescue Squad, in 
cooperation with the Medical Center Hospi- 
tal of Vermont, initiated a High Risk Infant- 
/Mother Transport system. This program, 
funded in part by the Vermont State Depart- 
ment of Health, provides transportation of 
premature or seriously ill newborn infants to 
the Medical Center from outlying hospitals in 
Vermont, and from as far away as New 
Hampshire and New York state. At the Med- 
ical Center their chances of survival are 
greatly increased by the specialized facilities 
and staff.

In 1983, the Rescue Squad purchased a 
new modular Horton ambulance at a cost of 
$50,000, which is presently the primary 
emergency vehicle. This vehicle represents 
the continuing commitment to provide the 
best emergency care possible. 


THE RESCUE UNIT 


Current squad members include Saint Mi- 
chael’s students from many states who have 
a common desire to serve the neighboring 
community. All personnel are certified in 
American Red Cross Advanced First Aid and 
in Cardio-Pulmonarey Resuscitation. Many 
members have, on their own time, complet- 
ed a 100-hour Emergency Medical Techni- 
cian course at the Medical Center Hospital of 
Vermont. These members can then become 
recognized by the National Registry of Emer- 
gency Medical Technicians and further de- 
velop their skills by becoming certified to 
administer intravenous (IV) therapy. 

In addition to this already rigorous training 
curriculum, each week members are re- 
quired to attend a three hour training session 
conducted by squad training officers to 
strengthen medical care techniques. Special- 
ized drills in automobile extrication, rappel- 
ling and rope work for mountain rescues are 
also conducted by members versed in these 
fields. 

Saint Michael’s Rescue Squad currently 
serves the residents of Winooski, Hinesburg, 


Williston and St. George, as well as portions . 


of Essex and Colchester, and a twenty-six 
mile stretch of Vermont Interstate 89. The 
squad presently answers over 1200 calls 
each year. These calls involve cardiac and 
respiratory problems, car accidents, fires, 
transportation of premature infants and 
many others. 

In 1976 another team of Saint Michael’s 
Rescue Squad Members was developed. 
Community members of Hinesburg, Willis- 
ton and St. George formed the Iroquois First 
Response group which provides immediate 
first aid to the residents of these towns prior 
to the arrival of the ambulance. 

Today, Saint Michael’s Rescue Squad con- 
tinues to provide emergency medical ser- 
vices across a large portion of Chittenden 
County. Consistent with the initial ““dream”’ 





there remains no charge for any of these 
services. The Squad relies on generous dona- 
tions from its various publics and on the com- 
mitment of students who are dedicated to 
public service. ‘‘Helping us to help others’, 
has been a by-word since the department’s 
establishment and continues to be. Thanks to 
all who have helped, we continue to serve. 


THE FIRE UNIT 


The Fire Unit, founded in February, 1970, 
provides fire protection to the College com- 
munity as well as the Town of Colchester as 
a regular adjunct of the Colchester Center 
Volunteer Fire Company. 

The First Unit is comprised primarily of 
Saint Michael’s students and operates three 
pieces of front-line equipment: a 1966 Sea- 
graves 1,250 gallon-per-minute pumper; a 
1962 Hahn 750 gpm pumper; and a refur- 
bished, diesel re-powered, 1949 American 
LaFrance 85-foot aerial ladder. This equip- 
ment allows the Saint Michael’s Fire Unit to 
provide complete firefighting service to the 
community. 

Members of the Fire Unit must serve a 
four-month probationary period and com- 
plete a twenty-five hour appretice course be- 
fore actual participation in fighting fires. 
Members must subsequently complete a for- 
ty-five hour basic firemanship course, which 
allows them to be considered for interior fire- 
fighting certification. 

The unit drills weekly on its own and twice 
montly with Colchester Center, and addition- 
ally, members may participate in various 2- 
day regional seminars concerning specific 
firefighting subjects. The Fire Unit annually 
answers an average of 175 calls to the Col- 
lege campus and the Town of Colchester, 
and provides mutual aid assistance to sur- 
rounding communities. 

Today, Saint Michael’s Fire Department is 
proud to represent the highly qualified and 
expert emergency team that our charter 
members dreamed of over a decade ago. 
Through the continued enthusiasm of our 
community and the support of Colchester 
Center Fire Company, we have fulfilled that 
dream by providing full firefighting protec- 
tion to area residents. 
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The Rathskeller, better known as 
the Rat, seems to have survived for at 
least the time being. As of the end of » 
the 1984-85 school year the Vermont 
state legislature had not raised the 
drinking age over its present 18 year 
mark. Therefore, the Rat will be able 
to stay open a little longer. 

The Rat opened in the 1979-80 
school year as the first student run 
campus pub in Vermont. It has become 
an intrical part of the St. Mike’s social 
scene, that it will be missed by many 
when it does close. No matter what 
happens to it it will always by’be re- 
membered as a warm friendly place to - 
enjoy a drink and conversation. -Or if’ 
you want to be honest, a convenient 
place to avoid studying for the next 
days exam.
